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1. Applicant's election of species of figure 1 in Paper No. 10 is acknowledged. Because 
applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed errors in the restriction 
requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

2. It appears that claim 12 is not a generic claim because it reads only on elected species 
of figure 1 because the third resistor is connected to the reference source through a switch (105) 
as shown only in figure 1 . Furthermore, it appears that claims 15-16 do not read on the elected 
species of figure 1 because the switch switched according to an output port level of a CPU 
transmitted with a serial transmitting means is not the same switch as the one in figure 1, 
therefore they are withdrawn from consideration along with claims 3-10. 

3. Claims 12-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as containing 

subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled 
in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. 

It appears that the specification does not have support for the limitation of "a voltage 
source circuit outputting a rated voltage to an output side power line by comparing a reference 
voltage of said reference voltage source" as recited in claim 12. 

4. Claims 12-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 
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In claim 12, "said integrated circuits" does not have antecedent basis. It is unclear what 
"integrated circuits" and "an integrated circuit arithmetic processing unit represent. Are they 
shown in any of drawings? Furthermore, it is unclear where "a voltage higher than said reference 
" is from and how the processing unit is interrelated and associated with the first, second and 
third resistors. In claim 15, it is unclear what "an output port level of a CPU", "a CPU" and "a 
serial transmitting means" represents. Are they shown in elected species of figure 1. 

The dependent claims^not specifically address share the same indefiniteness as they 
depend from rejected base claims. 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in pubhc use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

6. Claims 12 and 14 (insofar as understood) are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Ovens et al (Pat # 5,339,028). 

As to claims 12 and 14, Ovens et al disclose a test circuit for screening parts as shown in 
figure 1 having a voltage source circuit including a second resistor (40), a first resistor (38) 
connected to a reference voltage source (node between the first resistor (38) and the second 
resistor (40), an output power line (line connected from Vcc to the first resistor (38), an 
integrated circuit arithmetic processing unit (12,20,22,node l),a third resistor (34) connected to 
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the reference voltage source through a switch (36). 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

8. Claim 13 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Ovens et al (Pat 

# 5,339,028). 

Ovens et al disclose a test circuit for screening parts as shown in figure 1 as recited in paragraph 
6. The switch in Ovens et al is not a mechanical switch. However, it would have been old and 
well known in the art to substitute an electronic switch for a mechanical switch (See In re 
Venner, 120 USPQ 192.) 

9. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action.
